Mrs. 8. G. E. McKee, gave an ‘epi- 
tome, of the prohibition situation 
throughout the civilized world, show- 
ing the large decrease in the number 
of licenses in Ontario and the number 
of municipalitics that have- adopted 
local prohibition.

YANKEES POACHING. 


Vancouver Protests Against Depletion 
of Halibut Fisheries,  . 


Vancouver, Nov.” 5.—The- Board of 
Trade has addressed a strong: resolu: 
tion to Ottawa regarding the import. 
ance of conserving and protecting the 
halibut fisheries of the Pacific coast. 

H.-H. Watson declared the halibut 
was absolutely depleted, that single 
fish were being caught weighing only 
{rom ten to twelve pounds, whereas a 
few years ago they weighed’ fifty to 
sixty pounds. 

This was doc to the invasion of 
American poa¢thers. - He declared 130 
vessels were now poaching in Cana- 
dian waters. Last year 39,000 tons of 
halibut caught in Canadian waters 
were shipp~d east from Seattle, as 
against 13,000 tons from Vancouver. 

Brokers Help McCallum. 

Toronto, Nov. 5.—The shortage in 
the ‘accounts of D. Cameron McCal- 
lum, teller at the head office in this 
city of the Farmers’ Bank, is now 
$8,000, having been reduced by thous- 
ands of dollars~by city brokers who 
came ‘to his assistance yesterday. 
Over $4,000 wae turned into the bank 
in ccsh and scrip by certain brokers, 
who, when informed ‘that’ McCallum 
hed speculated with the bank’s mon- 
ey, paid-over the amounts invested 
through them.

Carey, her five daughters, one son,

Very little is known ‘of how the fire, 
which cost eight lives, originated, ‘as 
Tione of those who may have seen it 
remain to tell. 

Mr. Carey and his eldest son, Her- 
bert,. zrose at’ an early hour, and. the 
letter nt once procesded to the barn 
to nttend to the stock while his father 
lighted the fires. A few minutes later 
he was shocked to notice the house in 
flames, and rushed back just in time 
to rescue the charred: body of his 
father.from the flames before the roof 
fell. in, burying’ all who ‘were near 
rnd dear to him ‘in the raging fire. 
It is ‘believed frdm the position in 
which the charred remains were fornd 
nmidst the‘ruins yesterday. afternoon

My Dear Sic,—There is a fount of 
exquisite and intense pleasure, inex- 
haustible, ever changing; ono which 
monotony or satiety cannot destroy,’ 
but which grows moro {fascinating 
and:soul absorbing the mors one be-_ 
comes. acquainted with ita mysteries.

We do not under- 
derstand the language even of mual- 
cians. They,live in a beautiful world, 
of thel own, they discover and dia- 
cuss exquisite harmopies that do not 
epeak-to us as they’ do them. We do 
nu: understand the language. We 
camno center into and possess tha 
land. Our enjoyment is that of the 
child, buc the soul of the musician 
is taken captive, and every sense en- 
thralled and fascingted. We ordinary 
mortals stand on the border land of 
tbis enchanted region. We knock at 
the portal. Only one key will open 
tho door, and that key is knowledge, 
and we Bave not the key. Theyo 
was no adequate vehicle of expres 
sion in old days save the harpsichord 
and the harp. In modern days the 
technique of orchestration has kept 
pace with the growth of the orches- 
ira. A recent writer says; “Nor has 
that other elogucnt medium of the 
contemporary tone-poct, the piancy 
forte, disclosed its full possibilltics of 
utterance save within the last few 
decades. The vivid and delicate ef- 
fects’ of color, the rich perspeciives, 
the superb sonorities, which are fa- 
miliar- co us. jn the moder music of 
such romantics and impreasionists, as 
Brahms, Gricg, MacDowell, Dubressy, 
would have been technicaliy and me- 
-chanically imposdble in the day 
which saw the birth of the Becthov- 
en Sonata, There wats not adequate 
means for tho conveyance of the 
thought.” In former letters I hive 
referred to the grand work which is 
being performed in this city by the 
Conservatory of Music or Busical 
Cirele, Will our citizens not awaken 
to the fact that some of the most 
brillisnt and wonderful compositions 
of the masters are given-at each con- 
eert in their published course? You 
capnot bear such musio' unless at a 
grand concert. by some master, and 
to do that you would havo to travel 
to some large city. Those of us who 
are “without th> kingdom of imusio 
and condemned by ignorance? and acge 
lected opportunities, to remain’ for- 
ever outside; yet may by attcading 
these concerts “nu recitals get faint 
glimpses ‘of this wonderful world of 
instrumental music. We- will learn 
to love the great compositions, vozal 
and instrumental. I do not wish to 
be personal, but the admirable papers 
read by Mrs Campbell upon Mozart 
and Handel, and “With Verdure 
Clad,” sung by Mra Wilmot, and tho 
many really grand pianoforte stiec- 
ticns, were Hatened to oy un aud> 
ince of ladies and three gentlemen.

They Are Covered With Oriental Em- 
broidery and Framed. 
Fascinating trays that the ingenious 
girl can make herself, efther for the

A smooth piéco of whitewood is 
chosen for the bottom of the tray. 
This can be square, oblong:or oval, if 
you know where you can buy cheap 
an oral frame the samo size. 

Cover this board smoothly with a 
bit of oriental embroidery, canvas 
worked in odd conventional designs in 
cross stitch or art reps embroidered 
In conventional designs In rich colors. 
For bedrooms gay cretoanes of linen 
taffeta may be substituted. 

On top of the embroidery put a 
plece of clear glass the same size as 
the bottom. Have the two framed 
with a narrow border of wood, just as 
you would frame a pictere, and into 
each end screw small brass handles. 

On the back paste felt to harmonize 
with the colors of the embroidery and 
to prevent the tray from scratching 
the table. 

Select picture molding about an inch 
or an inch and a half wide and of a 
color to blend well with tho em- 
broldery.

The upper parts 
of the plants, which had presumably 
Orst grown to one side and then shot 
upward, continued to flourish excecd-

kept ono of these chestnuts afive, alt 
the time in an upside down condition 
as far as the roots were concerned. 
When the plant became too large for 
its original receptacle ils roots were 
incazed In a chimney pot, several of 
these Intter belng called into requlsl- 
tion as the experiment continucd. 
Finally the root was turned over a 
wall and conducted to a mound of 
earth on the other side, at last being 
allowed to take a natural course. This 
the long. suffering tree readily did and 
remalped for some time n great curl- 
osity witb its long arching root.—Scl- 
entific American:

Sir Horace Tozer Bought Patent and 
That Was His Only Return. 


The Agent-General for Queensland 
(Sir Horace Tozer) was born in Port 
Macquarie, New South Wales, on St. 
George’s Day, 1844, and waa the son 
of a Port Macquarie merchant, who 
was o native of Langport, Somerset, 
land. Among Sir Horace’s ecarli- 
est recollections was secing the wreck 
of the yacht. Wanderer at Port Mac- 
quarie, which was the first yacht ever 
seen in Australian waters. It was 
taken there from England by its own- 
er, Mr. Benjamin Boyd, a man of an’ 
adventurous nature. After staying at 
Port Macquarie for some time Mr, 
Boyd went off on a cruise among the 
Bouth Sea Islands—a voyage from 
which he never returned. It is sup- 
posed he was killed by natives. The 
yacht Wanderer returned, manned by 
a Kanaka crew, but only to meet a 
dramatic ending. )The vessel drifted 
on to the réck3-near Port Macquaric, 
and wags-completely wrecked. The na- 
tive fer were washed sshore, and 
managed, somchow to carry with 
them’ countless beautiful curios col- 
ee by Mr. Boyd among the in- 
lands. These were subsequently ex- 
hibited in a large store. Sir Horace 
was, it is believed, the first to ba put 
under chloroform in Australia. While 
at school he had tha misfortune to 
fracture his right arm during the pro- 
gress of some sports. In turn nearly 
all the Sydney doctors were called in 
to put the injured limb right, but 
they failed. In the.end a French sur- 
geon who had taken up his residence 
in Australia, and who was debarred 
from practice therp because ho only 
bore a foreign diploma. guaranteed to 
successfull set the liinb. Young Toz- 
ier.was put under chloroform and op- 
erated? apon. It proved successful, 
and the French surgeon was admitted 
io) practice in Australia. “He became 
a distinguished physician there, and 
amassed a fortune, of which the youth 
Tozier laid the foundation, Sir Ifor- 
tee onca had a costly experienc? over 
ao patent which he was invited to 
help to put on the market. Tho only 
renin he got for $15,020 wes an um- 
brella.

Brilliant Alpine Flora. 

Comparisons made by’ Dr. Dufour 
show that the superior purity and 
splendor of floral colors In the Alps 
are not imaginary or a mere effect of 
contrast. The reds, blues and yellows 
of the mountain blossoms’ are much 
‘more intense than those of the same 
species of flowers grown at ordinary 
levels. The leaves also have 2 deeper 
anf richer green, and microscopic ex- 
amination shows that, chlorophyl fs 
more ‘abundant fn Alpine plants than 
in those of the plains, One fact which 
seems quite natural, yet is very inter- 
esting, Is that on the mountain plants 
have relatively small acrial organs and 
larger subterrancan ones.

A GOOD SUGGESTION. 


An Apron to Hold Clothespins When 
Hanging Out the Wash. 

The clothespin bag is a time bonor- 
ed institution, but it is extremely awk- 
ward to use when hanging out clothes, 
and the clothespin apron. which is 
made by turning up a long piece of 
material ‘to make one Ipng pocket 
straight across the front, i little more 








convenient, as the pins sre likely to 
drop out of it when one stoops over 
to reach for the clothes.- The apron 
iustrated is quite as-simple to make

uot drop ont. 

It should be made of ticking or some 
other strong, heary material The 
apeoe is made in two large pieces.

Buttermilk Griddiecakes.
